Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday,  the  15th,  16th,  and  17th  days  of  Au¬ 
gust,  1883,  mark  a  period  not  soon  to  be  forgotten  by  the  good  people  of 
Altoona,  Pa.;  on  those  days  met  in  Altoona  the  Third  Annual  Re-union  of 
the  Soldiers’  Orphan  Sixteeuers  of  Penn’a.  All  sections  of  the  State  were 
represented,  there  hardly  being  a  county  of  great  Pennsylvania  but  what 
had  some  members  there. 


PUBLIC  MEETING. 

Notwithstanding  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  at  seven  and  one-half 
o’clock  on  the  evening  of  the  15th,  the  large  and  commodious  Opera  House 
of  Altoona  was  completely  filled  by  “  Sixteeners,”  Sons  of  Veterans,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Grand  Army  and  the  citizens  of  Altoona  and  vicinity.  The 
Grand  Army  was  especially  well  represented,  Post  61  having  attended  in 
a  body. 

W.  C.  Reem,  Chairman  of  the  home  committee,  introduced  President 
Vannauker,  who  took  charge  of  the  meeting  by  calling  on  Chaplain  Yow, 
of  Post  61,  G.  A.  R.,  for  an  invocation.  Mayor  Howard,  in  behalf  of  the 
citizens  of  Altoona,  in  a  few  well-chosen  words,  then  extended  to  the  As¬ 
sociation  a  hearty  welcome,  with  the  hope  that  every  anticipation  of  pleas¬ 
ure  and  profit  would  be  realized. 

President  Vannauker  followed  in  a  short  address.  Ella  S.  Weaver  then 
read  a  well  prepared  essay,  entitled,  “  We  Defend  Those  Things  fot  Which 
Our  Fathers  Fought.^'  [For  the  whole  of  this  beautiful  and  patriotic  address 
see  Keystone  Reveille^  for  November. — E.  C.  S.] 

Rev.  T.  S.  Russet  then  addressed  the  Association  for  an  hour,  on  “  The 
Rights  of  Citizenships  At  this  time,  a  soldier,  introduced  as  Gen.  Stick- 
in-the-Mud,  made  his  appearance,  dressed  up  in  the  old  war  day  style,  and 
to  all  appearances,  just  returned  from  a  foraging  expedition.  With  a  few 
manoeuvres  he  left  the  stage,  the  audience  being  convulsed  with  laughter. 

Mrs.  E.  E.  Hutter  was  now  introduced,  and  addressed  the  assemblage; 
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her  remarks  were  especially  well  received,  as  it  was  the  first  Re-union  which 
she  had  been  able  to  attend. 

Miss  Mollie  Reagan  then  followed  with  a  well  rendered  recitation,  entitled,

to  the  Recording  Secretary,  so  that  they  might  be  confirmed  at  the  proper 
time.

I  trust  some  disposition  will  be  made  by  this  Association  to  induce  mem¬ 
bers  who  have  not  yet  purchased  a  copy  of  these  proceedings,  to  secure 
a  copy,  since  it  contains  the  constitution  of  the  Association. 

Another  pleasing  report  I  have  to  make  and  I  hereby  thank  those  who 
have  so  heartily  and  liberally  shown  their  interest  in  the  advancement 
and  good  of  the  Association.  It  clearly  shows  that  the  “  Sixteeners  ”  are 
not  all  only  talkers,  nor  do  they  only  express  their  “  good  wishes  for  suc¬ 
cess”  but  when  the  necessary  aid  is  needed,  which  cause  for  aid  in  this 
case,  was  due  to  the  fact  that  some  members,  who  were  not  present  at  the 
last  Re-union,  failed  to  forward  their  dues  for  the  year  just  ending. 

The  members  whose  names  appear  on  the  list  attached  subscribed  liber¬ 
ally  toward  defraying  the  expenses  of  invitations  and  postage  therefor,  is¬ 
sued  for  this  Re-union.  Attached  to  the  roll  may  be  found  the  bills  and 
‘items  of  expense,  which  foot  up  total  ^51.77;  the  amount  subscribed  and 
paid  being  $51.85,  there  is  a  balance  of  8  cents  to  turn  over  to  the  treasury. 

By  the  number  present  it  seems  to  indicate  that  the  Association  of  the 
Soldiers’  Orphan  “  Sixteeners  ”  of  Penn’a  is  progressing  in  interest  and  in 
membership;  that  it  is  receiving  popular  notice  and  recognition  by  the 
•“  Sixteeners  ”  throughout  the  State.  Soon,  and  even  now,  spurious  Six¬ 
teeners  ”  may  creep  in  under  our  lax  rules.  The  act  of  registering  shoultl 
not  be  taken  with  the  belief  that  he  or  she  registering  are  members  of  the 
Association.  In  order  to  guard  against  and  detect  such  as  are  not  eligible, 
I  suggest  that  the  Association  procure  a  list  of  names  of  all  Soldiers’  Or¬ 
phans  admitted  to  the  Schools  since  the  time  of  their  origin  to  the  present 
day,  and  also  compare  our  register  with  the  records  in  the  State  School  De¬ 
partment  at  Harrisburg;  and  that  the  names  of  those  not  shown  on  the  rec¬ 
ords  there  be  crossed  off  the  roll  of  members,  and  that  the  persons  be  noti¬ 
fied  of  the  same,  their  dues,  if  paid,  retained.  Also,  I  would  suggest  that 
“  Sixteeners  ”  registering  for  the  first  time  and  not  paying  dues,  be  not  con¬ 
sidered  as  members  until  the  same  be  paid. 
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I  heartily  thank  the  members  who  have  encouraged  and  aided  me  in  my 
duties.  I  have  endeavored  to  faithfully  perform  the  work  coming  under  my 
charge,  to  limit  my  expenses  below  our  resources,  and  would  ask  a  com¬ 
parison  of  this  year’s  expenses  to  those  of  previous  years.  In  correspond¬ 
ence  I  have  been  as  prompt  as  circumstances  would  permit.  I  would  ask, 
for  my  successor,  your  aid,  support  and  encouragement,  realizing  that  much 
of  the  success  of  the  Association  depends  upon  the  incumbent  of  this  office. 

In  conclusion  I  report  the  deaths  during  the  year  just  ended,  of  three  of 
our  members,  whose  names  shall  no  more  appear  on  the  roll  of  the  living; 
and  that  they  may  live  in  our  memories,  as  we  knew  them,  I  would  suggest 
that  their  names  appear  each  year  in  our  published  Re-union’s  proceedings, 
set  apart,  “  In  Memoriam.”  Their  names  are  as  follows:

IN  MEMORIAM. 


x\manda  Bkeech,  (of  Catawissa,  Pa.,)  was  born  Oct.  29,  1859;  admitted 
to  the  Home  of  the  Friendless,  Wilkes  Barre,  Pa.,  November  21,  1866; 
transferred  to  Soldiers’  Orphan  School,  Mt.  Joy,  Pa.,  September  1,  1869, 
where  she  remained  until  August  25,  1875;  when  she  entered  at  the 
Normal  School,  Bloomsburg,  Pa.  She  graduated  at  the  Normal  School, 
July  18,  1876;  and  after  a  short  vacation  began  teaching  school,  in  which 
work  she  was  engaged  up  to  the  time  of  her  death,  October,  1881.  Miss 
Breech  became  a  member  of  the  S.  O.  S.  of  Penn’a,  August  25,  1881.  In 
which  Organization  she  Tvas  an  active  member  for  but  two  short  months, 
being  County  Corresponding  Secretary  for  Columbia  county. 


SiMOX  E.  Coombs,  (of  Watsontown,  Pa.,)  was  born  May  18,  1861;  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Home  for  Destitute  Colored  Children,  November  8,1867; 
^transferred  to  Soldiers’  Orphan  School,  Bridgewater,  Pa.,  June  18,  1868; 
thence  transferred  January  13,  1870,  to  the  Soldiers’  Orphan  School,  Mt. 
Joy,  Pa.;  and  was  discharged  from  this  school  on  order,  April  29,  1876. 
Mr.  Coombs  Joined  the  S.  O.  S.  of  Penn’a,  August  25, 1881,  and  was  an  ac¬ 
tive  member  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  died  at  the  Presbyterian  Hos¬ 
pital,  New  York  City,  June  5, 1882. 


Westaxxa  Lindsay,  (of  Duncansville,  Pa.,)  was  born  March  7,  1865;  ad¬ 
mitted  to  Soldiers’  Orphan  School,  Cassville,  Pa.,  November  7, 1865;  trans¬ 
ferred  to  White  Hall  Soldiers’  Orphan  School,  July  3,  1866;  discharged  on 
age,  March  7,  1872.  On  September  1,  1874,  she  entered  the  Seminary  at 
Hollidaysburg,  Pa.,  where  she  remained  one  year;  also  attended  Normal 
School,  Shippensburg,  Pa.,  during  the  school  year  of  1875,  ’76.  Miss  Lind¬ 
say  became  a  member  of  the  S.  O.  S.  of  Penn’a,  August  25,1881'.  She  w-as 
a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Duncansville,  Pa.,  at  the  time  of 
her  death. 


Geo.  W.  Wyant,  (of  Harrisburg,  Pa.,)  was  born  March  9, 1858;  admitted 
to  the  Children’s  Home,  York,  Pa.,  May  20, 1867;  transferred.  May  26, 1868 
to  Soldiers’  Orphan  School,  White  Hall,  Pa.;  discharged,  INIay  31,  1870,  on 
order  to  the  ‘^Partial  Relief  Roll;”  from  which  he  was  discharged  on  age, 
March  9,  1874.  Mr.  Wyant  became  a  member  of  the  S.  O.  S.  of  Penn’a, 
August  25, 1881;  and  was  an  active  member  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 
May  11,  1883.  In  the  canvass  for  Chief  Corresponding  Secretary  at  the 
First  Re-union  he  took  an  active  part,  wanting  but  a  few  votes  of  being 
elected.  Mr.  Wyant  for  the  last  few  years  of  his  life  held  the  office  of 
“Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures”  for  the  14th  Judicial  District  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.
